DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

Examiner acknowledges amended claims 1-12, and the correct improper multiple 
dependant claims. 

Claim Objections 

Claims 1 and 12 are objected to because of the following informalities: Applicant 
appears to be trying to invoke 112, 6 th paragraph (means plus function) but the claim is 
not drafted in the proper format, see MPEP §2183- 2184. Appropriate correction is 
required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed 
publication in this or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-6, 8-9, and 11-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Matkovich (5,868,433). Matkovich discloses a connector assembly 
(Figure 61), which comprises a first fitting and second fitting for liquid transfer. Two 
deformable interlocking tabs (160 and 158) that irreversibly interlock with the second 
assembly (200) are present. A lip (249) and recess (Figure 1 , 100) are present wherein 
the lip section is compressible (col 8, In 58) between the first fitting (100). Matkovich 
discloses a connection means with an element that is breakable (Figure 1 ). 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 7 and 10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Matkovich. 

Matkovich discloses the claimed invention except for the taper angle of 6 
degrees. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time 
the invention was made to put a taper of 6 degrees on the connector of Matkovich, 
since it has been held that discovering an optimum value of a result effective variable 
involves only routine skill in the art. In re Boesch, 617 F.2d 272, 205 USPQ 215 (CCPA 
1980). 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 5/2/2006 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Applicant appears to be invoking 112, 6 th paragraph means plus function 
language, but the claim is not drafted in the proper format (see objection above). 
Therefore, to meet the claim limitations, a connection element needs only a means of 
"...making it breakable...", Matkovich does disclose such a feature (see above 
rejection).
